who know how to farm successfully in diversified production, 
for that is the key to success. 
There has been no aggressive movement to bring new 
blood onto the land near here for many years.

new population has flocked from other states into the cities 
and towns of the oil region and the mining belt. 
This influx 
of new residents, which amounted to 45 percent in the five 
most populous counties of this section during the ten years 
between 1910 and 1920, has created a big market of consum­ 
ers. 
A million people now live within IOO miles of Tulsa. 
The great majority of them live in cities or towns. 
They are 
buyers of farm produce in great quantities, much of which is. 
being shipped in from the dairy belt of Missouri, the fruit belt 
of Arkansas, the vegetable areas of Texas, and the grazing 
plains of Texas and western Oklahoma.
